THE WILD WATERS. 


YORKTOWN, Oct. IS.—There was a 


light shower this morning and the 
weather is cooler. 
Eight boats arrived 


between midnight and eight o'clock 
this morning, bringing many troops and 
civiliano. Among the fjrmer were de- 
tachments from Delaware, Michigan, 
Virginia and New Hampshire. At 10 
o'clock salutes were fired from General 
Hancock's oamp. The steamer Excel- 
sior, with the Yorktown congressional 
committee on board, arrived this morn- 
ing and received salutes from General 
Hancock's camp and the war vessels in 
the harbor. Shortly alter the Dispatch 
and Tallapoosa hove in sight and were 
saluted by the camp and gunboats. 


The distinguished guests, governors 


and congressmen, began to arrive at 
Lafayette hall about 'll o'clock. Gen. 
Hancock arrived at noon and paid bis 
respects to the governor of Virginia. 
Many persons were presented to the 
general. At 12:30 President Arthur, 
accompanied by Secretaries Hunt, James 
and Lincoln, arrived at the hall and 
were received by Master of Ceremonies 
Corbin. The President shook hands 
with the distinguished visitors present. 
A line was then formed, and tbc party 
marched to the grand stand, where the 
ceremony of laying the corner atone of 
tbo monument was to occur. The Mi- 
sonic procomion looked imposing with 
Tylers with drawn sworda, and Stewarts 
bearing white rods, the Master Masons, 
Deacons, secretaries 
and treasurers 


marching six abreast, followed by the 
visiting brethren and the Grand (Jom- 
manderies of Virginia and other states, 
the President and party, also attended 
by all the troops in the camp.

President was loudly cheered during 
the march. 


The ceremonies opened with prayer 


by Rev. Robert Nelson, grandson oi 
Governor Nelson, who flominandtd the 
Virginia militia at Yorktown. At the 
conclusion of the prayer the band played 
"The Star Spangled Banner," with ar- 
tillery accompaniment. 


Governor llolliday, of Virginia, thpii 


delivered an address of welcome. The 
governor has a fine presence, and was 
frequently applauded, 
lli.i allusions to 


the unity of sentiment, purpose and 
destiny of all sectidns of our common 
country were greeted with enthusiastic 
applause.' 


J. W. Johnstoii, of Virginia, chair- 


man of the congressional commission, 
then sketched the history of tho sur- 
render, and read from the original doc- 
uments an account of the action of 
congress at the time, lie exhibited the 
sword voted to the rneaaengcr who bore 
tho news of the surrender, and alluded 
to the Uc't lhat \V. W. Henry, (.'randson 
of Patrick lli>nry, and Rev. \>t. Nelson, 
grandson nl Governor Nulsun, were on 
the stand.
